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"TWO REPUBLICS, 


THE WAR BETWEEN SALVADOR AND 
GUATEMALA, 


wir. A. J. Miller Talks of the Causes and 
Probable Effects of the Bloody Conflict 
Going on in the Tropics. 


The war between the republics of Salvador 
and Guatemala, which broke out a few days 
ago, has assumed such proportions that there 
can be now but little hope of an early peace. 

Unlike such disturbances in these tropical 
pountries, in the past, which have always been 
marked by long delays, this contest has been 
one of unusual activity from the start. It has 
not yet been twelve days since the declaration 
of war and yet six bloody battles have taken 
place. It must be remembered, too, that the 
scene of these hostilies is not only far removed 
from railway travel, but in one of the rough- 
est and most mountainous sections of Central 
America, 

Such a conflict between two republics, right 
at the very door of their great northern neigh- 
bor, must be of interest to the people of the 
United States; but the peoplein general have 
little idea of the state of affairs. 

A gentlemen who has very recently returned 
from a visit to both of the countries now en- 
gaged in the bloody combat is Mr. A. J. Mil- 
ler, Mr. Will Venable’s brother-in-law. Mr. 
Miller was talking about the conflict and the 
causes which led up to it, yesterday. 

“A war between these two republics, Salva- 
dor and Guatemala,” he said, “is not the in- 
significant affair of the past, but means a con- 
flict more or less in accord with modern scien- 
tific warfare, because both countries are sup- 
plied with the most approved pattern of rifles 
and siege guns, while their standing armies 
sontain some excellent generals and discip- 
lined men. Salvador, especially, has one of 
the most complete and well disciplined armies 
to be found south of the Rio Grande. Her 
militia has received marked attention in the 
last few years, and imapy of its oflicers are men 
who have acquired a military education in 
foreign lands.’’ 

‘‘How are Salvador's chances of success ?”’ 

“The republic, though small, has been very 
prosperous, and its young men, unlike those 
encountered in the other republics, are proud 
of their country and ambitious for its progress 
and commercial supremacy. As a rule, they 
have become willing recruits to the army and 
ready to serve in any emergency. The army 
proper, for the past two years, has had 
about 3,000 men, but not less than 
12,000 men could be mustered at almost 
& moment’s notice, by reason of the encourage- 
ment that has been given to local military or- 
ganizations. An illustration of this fact is 
furnished by a recent review of militia I be- 
held in Santa Ana, one of the largest and most 
progressive cities of the republic and upon the 
confines of the recent battle-grounds. I saw 
there a fine organization of young men, num- 
bering about three hundred, well armed and 
independent of the army, who went through 
all of the military tactics with commendable 
accuracy, and made some superb scores at tar- 
get practice. I encountered similar organiza- 
tions at the capitalin San Vincente and San 
Miguel.”’ 

“Salvador will beable to hold her own 
then ?”’ 

**My knowledge of the country and its mili- 
tary equipment, as wellas the ambition and 
patriotism of the people, leads me to think 
that Guatemala, with all of her advantage of 
greater nuimbers, will find the little republic a 
very stubborn opponent.’’ 

“Were you in Guatemala?” 

**Yes; and during a month spent in different 
parts of Guatemala, I was enabled not only to 
observe its military equipment as well as its 
ability to cope with any formidable antago- 
nist. The standing army of Guatemala is 
about 4,600 men, which embraces garrisons 
stationed at the capitals of its various depart- 
ments and customs ports. Compulsory mili- 
tary service has been a law since the beginning 
of the regime of Barrios, and asthe per diem 
of the soldier is only twenty-five cents in a 
depreciated currency, itis quite natural that 
the army is always filled with malcontents, 
which have frequently produced furious mu- 
tinies. The fact that men of means, too, can 
always purchase immunity for themselves, 
their children and relatives from military 
service, has left the rank and fileof the army 
mostly filled with ignorant Indians and half- 
breeds not overburdened with loyalty. Since 
the brilliant career of Barrios, the army has 
almost entirely lost its prowess, and has only 
been maintained by the most rigid discipline. 
Guatemahh could, if given the time, bring 
into the field about 25,000 men, providing the 
people were in sympathy with the cause for 
which they might be called out. But there 
have long been serious domestic differences in 
this republic, the masses not being 
in sympathy with the administration on 
accout of inefficiency and burdensome taxation. 
How far this state of affairs may operate to 
the detriment of the Guatemalan aris, in the 
present conflict, one could not, just now, un- 
dertake to say.”’ - 

‘“*What are the causes of the conflict ?”’ 

*‘As to the causes leading up to the present 
conflict,they date back tothe last war, when Bar- 
rios was killed on March 3lst, 1885. The ar- 
mistice, which was declared on April 10th fol- 
lowing, lead toa.treaty of peace, by which 
Guatemala was to pay a warindemnity of $10,- 
000,000. Immediately following this treaty a 
rebeilion broke out in Salvador, which, being 
aided secretly by Guatemala, Zaldivar was 
driven from the presidential chair, and General 
Menendez, a friend of Guatemala, installed 
himself as president. He refused to insist upon 
the war indemnity, advocating peace, as Sal- 
vador could not enforce her demands, since it 
would make a patriot of every Guatemalan. 
who would be taxed to enforce it. During an 
administration of four years, Menendez was 
enabled to allay hostilities, and in the mean- 
time Guatemala, reviving the spirit of Barrios, 
became once more arrogant and it is thought 
forced Menendez to sign the treaty of union, to 
which the Salvadorians were opposed. This 
led to an uprising and his assassination 
and a declaration against Guatemalan inter- 
ference. A rancorous diplomatic correspond- 
ence resulted in the breaking out.of hostilities, 
and already the army of Salvador has_invaded 
Guatemala and is now within. five days’ jour- 
ney of the.capital. But there are certain nat- 
ural barriers to the victorious march of the 
Salvadorians, which will aid their enemies 
materially in giving time to muster their forces 
and defenses. To reach the - great, plateau 
upon which the ‘Paris of Centrai America’ is 
located, the..invaders must climb ominous 
volcanoes and cross perilots ravines and 
gorges, in the hottest and most trying season 
of the year, before they can give battle at the 
gates of the capital.. This may cause.such de- 
lays that. the little army will waver and more 
readily come to terms with their old-time ene- 
mies. Guatemala City, by utilizing its nat- 
ural advantages and ancient fortifications, 
however, is capable of withstanding a long 
siege, even should the soldiers of Salvador 
reach its yery gatos.”

THAT BREMEN CASE. | 


THE BURNING OF THE BOATWRIGAT 
HOTEL STILL A MYSTERY. 


Wash Brown, the Old Negro Indicted on 
Confession, is Acquitted—Mrs. Cheney 
and Daughter Will Not be Tried. 


Three verdicts of acquittal. 

And the Bremen burning case is virtually 
thrown out of court. 

The trial ended Saturday afternoon, and 
Colonel Harry Reed, who was one of the prom- 
inent attorneys for the defense, returned to 
Atlanta yesterday and tells the closing history 
of this well known arson case. 

The trial that took place at Bremen last 
week was that of Wash Brown, the old negro 
who had been indicted by the grand jury on 
his own confession as being connected with 
the burning of Mr. J. T. Boatwright’s hotel in 
Bromen. : 

The old darkey’s testimony before the 
traverse jury, however, contradicted - his 
former confession, and as no evidence was 
adduced to convict him he was acquitted. 

His acquittal dismissed the other charges of 
the crime against Mrs. I. N. Cheney and Miss 
May Cheney from the court, and here ends one 
of the most sénsational criminal cases that has 
entertained Judge Maddox for some time. 


On the night of the 30th of last December 
the hotel in Bremen, owned by Mr. J. T. 
Boatwright, was burned to the ground. 

The burning was a mystery, for no one 
doubted but that} it was the work of an incen- 
diary, but no clue could be arrived at pointing 
to the parties concerned. 

A week before the burning took place the 
quiet little town of Bremen had been greatly 
excited over the strangely romantic marriage 
of Miss May Cheney toa man who gave his 
name as Charles Hoffee. 

Hoffee was a comparative stranger in the 
place, having come there not long before his 
marriage as a book agent froma Chattanooga 
house. 

He boarded at the hotel kept by Dr. I. N. 
Cheney, the father of the young lady he mar- 
ried. The story of his courtship, of! his claims 
of great wealth belonging to him in another 
state and of his romantic runaway marriage to 
Miss Cheney, which took place in Newnan, 
is all familiar to the readers of Tug ConstTI- 
TUTION. 

Soon after his marriage it dawned that 
Hoffee had a wife and family in Carrolton, 
Ohio. 

This cut suddenly short his honeymoon, and 
he was taken to the Newnan jail, on a charge 
of bigamy. 


THE DETECTIVE’S WORK. 

Soon after Hoffee had been in jail, a dctec- 
tive who called himself Mr. Tenant, of Ed- 
wardville, Ala., appeared in Bremen to work 
up some clue to the mystery that still hovered 
over the burning of the Boatwright hotel. 

He soon appeared before the courts with the 
old darkey, Wash Brown, who made a confes- 
sion about the burning of the house. 

The old negro said he had set fire 
to the hotel and that Mrs. Cheney and Miss 
May Cheney had assisted him. 

His story excited the town with the wildest 
consternation. He was indicted and held for 
trial. 

Many people believed, however, that the 
old negro knew nothing of the burning and 
had been brought up by the detective through 
force or some consideration to tell the story. 

Others believed that Hoffee was the insti- 
gator of the whole ‘‘turn’’ that the detective 


on Hoffee’s part to get out of jail by indicting 
the Cheney family. This, however, was only 
suspicion. 

IT WAS A FORCE GAME. 

The negro, Wash Brown, testified in his 
case Saturday that his confession had been 
wrenched from him by the detective by first 
intoxicating him and then whipping him most 
pitilessly. 

He said the so-called detective planned his 
confession and made him father it as his own, 
and stated that he knew nothing whatever of 
the burning. 

The detective failed to appear at the trial, 
and as Hoffee has escaped jail and gone to parts 
unknown, the belief is firmer than ever 
among the people around Bremen that the 
whole affair was a concocted scheme to get 
Hoffee out of jail. 

Wash Brown was acquitted with no evidence 
to convict him, and Judge Maddox ordered 
verdicts of acquittal for Mrs. Cheney and her 
daughter.

The inhabitants resisted, but 
it wasofno avail, and the littl home was 
burnt down, while the Indians and their allies 
stood around and cheered as the building burnt 
before them. This was so awful in its realisin 
that the huge crowd alternately shivered be- 
tween hope and fear, and when it was all over 
they breathed a sigh of relief, asthey kKriew it 
was only a sham burning; uo one was hurt, it 
would be repeated every day for some time, 
and they could go down and seeit done all over 
again, provided they wanted to experience the 
saine feelings again.”’ 

The exposition management must be con- 
gratulated on having secured such a wonderful 
attraction, which will be exceedingly inter- 
esting as well as instructive to eyery man, 
woman and child who sees it. 

This show will draw the crowds when the 
ex position opens.

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A QUEER LAW SUIT 


Growing Out of the Training of Horses 
_ ft the Exposition Grounds. 

Justice Mannifig heard a queer law suit Sat- 
urday morning. 

It grew out of the training of some horses by 
Porter, the negro trainer, at. the Piedmont Ex- 
position grounds. 

Porter brought suit for the recovery.of six 
horses that he claimed had been illegally taken 
from. him by Colonel John A. Wimpy and 
Bailiff-Horace Qwens, who répresented Mr. 
McFerrin, the wel! known horse dealer. 

Porter c!aimed that he and Mr. McFerrin 
were partners in the business, and that 
Mr. McFerrin had agreed to furnish 
the money and Porter had agreed todo the 
fraihing, and that they were to share eqnally 
in the profits. Porter further allezed that one 
monthago the parinership ceased; owing to 
the failttre of Mr. McFerrin to falfillt his part 
of the contract, and that he, Porter, then 
beeame proprietor of tlre stable and: had full 
charge of the horses. 

On the other hand Mt. McFerrin claimed 
that he was preprictor of the stables and the 
horses, and that Porter was working on salary: 
So, when Colone] Wimpy and Bailiff Owens 
went to Porter with a possessory warrant, he 
gave up the horses under protest, and as he 
claimed, was bulldozed into doing so by threats 
and intimidation. 

Colonel Wimpy denied having custody of the 
horses, and quite a legal battle ensued. 

Justice Manning finally, after. hearing all 
the evidence, decided in favor of Porter, and 
ordered that Colonel Wimpy and Baliff Owens 
turn over the property or be sentto jail until 
they complied with the order. 

Notice of certiorari was given, which stopped 
the proceedings of the court, for the time being. 
The denonement will be awaited with consid- 
erab!e interest. 


Thrower vs. Barker. 

The case of J. G. Thrower against C. D. Barker, 
$10,009 for criminal libel, has been thrown out of 
court. 

‘The case grew out of the famous Thrower suits, 
and a year ago the case against Thrower was tried 
in the superior court and he was cleared of the 
charge. A hearing was given Mr. Barker Wednes- 
day. Notasatrial;butas a recognition of his 
rights as a defendant, and he was discharged. 

Mf. C. T. Ladson had charge of the case. The 
trouble grew out of asplit between Mr. Thrower 
and Mr. Barker five years ago. 

About a year ago there was acase in court, in 
which Mr. Thrower was a principaland Mr, Bar- 
ker was the principal witness. 

Out of that the suita grew, and Wednesday the 
last of the cases were settled.

His malicious prosecu- 
tion has been brought against me and the records 
of the courts show that Barkerhas not only 
cleared himself of the charges of being a libeler, 
but that he has brought further strange and start- 
ling testimony to prove his accusations as pub- 
lished, 

Again THE€ONSTITUTION errs . when it states 
that these cases have been setted, for we 
have in cur possession testimony of 
such cha'acter that, owing to Thrower 
refusing to prosecute, we could not bring forth, 
and which now will find its way before the grand 
jury in other cases that are to follow. 

Thank God, there is alawin Georgia that will 
protect the innocent andalaw that will equally 
punish the guilty, and now, as we have fully vindt- 
cated ourselves in the court of justice, we shall 
demand that James G. Thrower do likewise.

AFTER HIS VACATION HE MEETS A 
LARGE CONGREGATION 


At Park Street Church—An Interesting and 
Able Sermon--Hée Speaks of Enoch 
and His Walk With God. 


— 


Dr. Lee preached his first sermon at West 
End church yesterday, after returning from 
his va@ation in the north. 

A large congregation filled his church and 
he preached, as usual, an able sermon. 

His toxt was: 

“Enoch Walked With God, and Was Not, 
for God Took Him.’”’ Gen. 5, 24. 

“This,” he said “is a short biography, but 
covers 300 years in the life of a great man. 
Brief it is, but perhap’ we get a better idea of 
Enoch from this statement concerning hit, 
San if whole volumes had been written about 
ilin. 

To walk with God 300 years with no skip, 
no lapses, no interims, straight through the 
days, the years, the temptations, the stresses, 
the pressures, means much. A great life, con- 
secrated to God, rises up and leaves the record 
of itself in feur words. His obituary was 
written in three words, ‘‘And was not.” His 
destination was put into four words, ‘‘For God 
took him.’’ Enoch walked with Godin no 
sense in which & man may not walk with God 
today. There was no bodily presence. God 
has not incarnated himself bat once, and that 
wasin Jusus Christ. The God Enoch walked 
With was the God who appeared in 
Christ, . but to him He was in- 
terpreted by the spirit through 
conscience and reason, and imagination and 
affections. God has never been without a 
witness, eyen among nations who never heard 
of Christ. God has always been omnipresent. 
He has always been about men and in. men. 
speaking to them, approving them where they 
did right, and condemning them when they 
did wrong. Jesus Christ was the embodiment 
of the God who had always been about the 
men of ailagesas the tree was the embodi- 
ment of the sunshine that had always streamed 
up on meadow and grove. 1. Enoch was made 
to walk with God as all men are. 
Men are made in God’s image; their minds as 
far as they go are’ like God’s mind. Truths to 


them are truths to God. Their wills, to the. 
extent of their power, are like God’s will., 


Their affections are like God’s affections. 
Hence, God addresses a communication to 
their thonght from his mind. He addresses to 
their affections an object of love ftom his 
heart. He addresses fearful warnings to their 
wills, and sets this law along side of them 
with awful sanctions. Men’s wills .are built 
upon the same plan of God’s will, their 
affections upon the same plan of God’s 
heart, their minds upon the same plan of 
God’s mind. To violate God’s jaw is to violate 
the law of man’s nature. When men insult 
Grod they insult themselves. When they 
defy God they defy themselves. When they 
wrong God they wrong themselves. When 
they take from God what belongs to Him they 
take from themselves what belongs to them. 
When the flower turns from the sun it turns 
from itself. The sun is its life; in leaving the 
sun it leaves life, and reaches instead a 
dwarfed and withered semblance of itself. 

2. In walking with God Enoch had high and 
stimulating companionship. Whatever is 
good in us or bad in us is called out by our 
companionships. A beligerent man provokes 
the beligerentin us. A holy man persuades 
us to be good by his atmosphere, by the tone 
of his character he condemns the wrongin us 
and stirs to motion the tendencies to good, All 
the good in Enoch was called out as he walked 
with God. Whatever was bad was retired, 
weeded out, destroyed. He found the high 
plane for which he was intended, the high 
elements for mental furniture, he was 
capable of Knowing the high actions for 
exercise, he was capable of performing and 
the high affections he was capable of cherish- 
ing. Three hundred years with God must 
have nade him the most complete and beau- 
tiful character of his time. What walks 
through the flower bestrewn meadows of holy 
love! What times of rich communion upon 
the awful peaks of inquiry and calm thought! 
By how much must his littleness have been 
redressed by the assured possession of divine 
wealth! 
not simply mean three hundred years of self- 
denial. Thatisinvolved in it, but more, and 
above all that, it was three hundred years of 
approbation. The self he was denying 
was narrow and limited. It was 
the perishing flesh. The self he was feeding 
was the immortal and universal spirit. The 
earth-side of him he denied and crucified, but 
the God-side of him he permitted to grow and 
enlarge that it might sit unabashed amid the 
lofty spirits who had come to freedom and 
dominion through great tribulation. Men 
think too much of what they are to lose by 
being Christians and not enough of what they 
are to gain by it. Think of a man in the poor 
house refusing to give up his limitations, 
his iron bed, his thin gruel and sage 
tea for an _ inherited mansion, with 

ardens and orchards and freedom. 

hat is like aman refusing to give up the 
guilt, the limitations and the poverty of sin 
for the holiness, the wealth and the freedom 
of religion. 

3. The close of such a life. God took him. 
He did not die. God took him. No good man 
dies. Christ said: ‘‘I am the resurrection and 
the life; he that liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die.”” A good man simply leaves 
his tabernacle of flesh for his home in the holy 
city of God.

AMONG THE AMA-ZULUS 


PROFESSOR COLDON’S EXPERIENCE 
IN SOUTH AFRICA, 


How the Warlike Cetewayo Looks—The 
Boers and their English Enemies 
Life Among the Zulus. 


‘*‘Oop-stahnd!”’ 

And every man in camp is on his feet as day- 
light breaks over the Drakensberg highlands. 

‘Koffee-trink |" 

The men gather around the fires, and take 
their pint of strong—very strong—coffee and 
their hard bread and dried game flesh. 

“*In-span!”’ 

Cups are tossed down and every man rushes 
to his place. The huge wagons are arranged 
in traveling order—each drawn by from thirty 
to forty-two oxen. The drivers and runners 
take their positions in silence, and with mili- 
tary discipline, and await the last word: 

“Trek!’’ (Pronounced ‘‘traek.”’) 

It is a quick, imperative order from the cap- 
tain of the outfit, and sounds in the silence of 
the morning air like the crack of one of the 
boer’s long whips. Immediately the caravan, 
be it large or small, begins to move, the huge 
boer wagons creak, the oxen bellaw and answer 
each other, the Matabele, Bechuana, or eyen 
at times Zulu drivers, utter loud cries to their 
beasts to encourage them, as do the French 
postillions or the Russian mouzhiks, and thus 
mile after mile the long procession advances 
over the soft veldt. 

This is almost the only mode of traveling in 
South Africa, and even the newcomers avail 
themselves of its advantages when the railway 
from Capetown has been left behind. 

And those four words are about all that is 
necessary to set a huge caravan Of maybe forty 
wagons and forty times as many fat steers in 
motion. 

Oop-stahnd! (Get up!) 

Koffee-trink! (Go to breakfast!) 

In-span! (Get your teams ready!) 

Trek! (Go ahead!) 

It is very simple --but the discipline is very 
rigid all the same. It is necessary to the suc- 
cess of the expedition—and whatis probably of 
less value—to life. In the Masai, oreven south 
in the Matabele land, or amongthe Namaquas 
on the west coast, and if the caravan be Eng- 
lish near the ‘Vaal-rivier,’’ such discipline is 
necessary. Life itself is at stake. 

There is a gentleman in Atlanta who spent 
eight long yearsin South Africa. This gen- 
tleman is Professor J. D. Coldon, the geologist, 
mineralogist and mining engineer, attached to 
the firm of W. M. Scott & Co. 

He speaks the dialects of most of the south 
African tribes, and the language of the Ama- 
Zulus he speaks like a native. 

While in a western city not long since he 
happened into a dime museum, where he saw 


| a@ gigantic black man looking stolidly at the 


crowd, who were making their criticisms on 
him as usual. At last a lady visitor said: 

“I don’t believe he’s one of those horrid Zu- 
lus at allthat Rider Haggard tells about.” 

Professor Coldon remarked to the crowd in 
general ; 

‘Well, I'll test him, and see if he is a genu- 
ine Zulu.’”’ 

The grim savage, leaning upon his assegai, 
and lost, maybe,in thoughts of his far-off 
kraal, and wondering how the impis (regi- 
ments) of the royal descendant of the great 
*Tchaka were making headway against their 
enemies—the boers, the English and the Por- 
tuguese, who were crowding on them from 
east, west and north, were faring, suddenly 
started, threw forward his great buffalo-hide 
shield, and raised his assegai to his forehead, 
as he heard the words: 

‘‘Upe-hamba (click) mena yerbo?’’ and cried 
out: 
‘‘Boom! Inkoosi kaas! Mena hamba loop- 
pa Ama-Zulu-land.”’ 

It was a simple question, but it stirred that 
savage’s heart to its depths to hear the familiar 
words of his own tongue from the mouth of a 
stranger in a strange land. 

The question had been: 

“Where are you from ?’”’ 

And the reply: 

‘*Hail, chief! I salute thee! 
of the Ama-Zulus.’’ 

Then an animated conversation for some 
minutes was held, and the professor. good- 
naturedly told the crowd that the man was 
really a Zulu warrior,had been a member of one 
of Cetewayo’s (pronounced “seteway’’) impis 
or regiments on that fatal day at Isand]hwana, 
or **The Place of the Bloody Hand,’’ when the 
English army was attacked and barely a rem- 
nant survived to tell the tale of what an awful 
weapon an assegai is at close quarters. 

Like the Masai of equatorial Africa the Zulus 
are the finest race, physically and mentally, in 
Africa. They are nearly all men of gigantic 
stature, and their sole business is war. Though 
somewhat humbled of late their king can yet 
call nine impis (or regiments of 10,000 men) 
into the field, a total of 90,000 men, and the 
combined force of three civilized powers has 
not been able to make the repeating rifle and 
rifled cannon a match for the assegai at close 
quarters. 

’Tchaka, their great king, was a veritable 
Napoleon. He organized his men. selected 
only the best and healthiest of the conquered 
races to intermarry with his warriors, and 
though a blood-thirsty savage he displayed an 
amount of statesmanship and moral courage 
which renders his name a byword today among 
the whites as well as blacks of south Africa. 
The Ama-Zulus are a wonderfui race in many 
respects. They live axclusively on mealie- 
cobs—green cornmeal—must, milk and barbe- 
cued fat cattle. They drink vast quantities of 
the blood of freshly killed, healthy steers, and 
itis no wonder that, with their abstemious 
habits. for they touch no liquor, and with such 
a diet and with constant martial exercise, 
they are a nation of giants and athletes. 

Rider Haggard was not far wrong when he 
drew the character of Umslopogaas, the gigan- 
tic warrior who followed Allan Quartermain 
throughout all of his thrilling adventures, and 
who did such good service when the Elmoran 
of the Masai tribe were surprised by an attack 
at early dawn in the Scotch missionary’s 
kraal. 

Of course, it is only a question of time when 
the Zulus will go down before the com- 
bined forces of civilization, but it does seem 
iconoclastic to break the romantic dream of a 
nation of warriors and athletes, and imagine 
them as simple tillers of the soil and herders of 
cattle. This is what they must be in a very 
short time, but it would seem as harsh as if old 
Leatherstocking and young Uncas and his no- 
ble father—the Deerslayer’s friend—were to 
drop their rifles and go to raising beans and 
squash. There is solittle romance left in: this 
practical world that, like the precious amber- 
gris, one small pinch of it flavors aston of mod- 
ern facts, and can we afford altogether to sneer 
at Ivanhoe, and DuGuesclin ‘‘the poor,” and 
Bayard the stainless one, and Cetewayo, 
the gallant leader of a race of giants, fighting, 
and successfully, teo, for their fatherland ? 

Professor Coldon, in his career as mining 
engineer, went all over these places made 
memorable by sanguinary battles. He was not 
at the fight at Isandihwana, but he went over 
the field at Rorke’s Drift, where the Boers of 
the Transvaal so badly defeated the English 
troops, and which fight won their indepen- 
dence. If any reader of Tue ConstirutTion 
will glance at the map of south Africa he will 
see that the Orange Free State and the Trans- 
vaal republic are entirely surrounded by coun- 
tries over which England has either a ‘‘pro- 
tectorate”’ or an absolute syzerainty. After 
the English had been defeated at Rorke’s 
Drift Giadstone sent a telegram which was one 
of the causes which threw his party out of 
power. He withdrew the English troops and 
made an enemy of eve Sactihiene in Af- 
rica by so doing, and added that the Boers 
were right in resisting the demands of the 
English. Thus the anomaly exists of two 
separate Dutch republics, surrounded on the 
south and west by English colonies and onthe 
north and west by the Zulus and Portuguese. 
On the map this territory looks rather small; 
but it is of immense area. ‘*Trans-vaal’’ 
means over or across the Vaal river, 
which is the boundary line between the Dutch

In speaking of this section of south Africa 
Professor Coldon said : 

“It is one of the finest countries on earth. 
The temperature is never on an average over 
seventy-five to eighty degrees and not often 
that. Inthe winter months it becomes cold 
in the mornings and there is what. is called 
there a ‘gray frost.’ ”’ 

7 ee are no destructive rains or torna- 
os?” 

‘‘None whatever. Cropscan be grown the 
year round, and in the grassy belts cattle 
thrive as I never saw them thrive anywhere 
before or since. The principal wealth of those 
people. -aavage and civilized—is in cattle.”’ 

“Did you ever see Cetewayo?”’ 

“I did. I was on an exploring or rather 
prospecting expedition when our party one 
evening ran across-one of his kraals where 
he happened to be staying. 

“We might have been roughly treated, but 
when in the presence of the old warrior I ad- 
dressed him in the Zulu. to and told him 
our businsss. After that nothing was too g 
for us. We stayed at the kraal for nearly two 
days and had our fill of mealie-cobs and bar- 
becued sheep and oxen; and in the 
way the Zulus cook it It is not to besneered at, 
I tell you, especially if you are hungry.” 

‘*Were you at the Kimberly mines?” 

“T was for quite a long time. Those mines 
are now owned by a syndicate, of which the 
Rothschilds are at the head, and since their 
purchase of the property, diamonds have gone 
up considerably. Have you ever 
seen a picture of the Kimberly 
mines? No! Well, here is one; you will ob- 
serve that the superficial area covers eighteen 
acres and that the mine has gone down 2,000 
feet in a funnel-shape until it is only eight 
acres at the bottom. Out of these mines, not 
counting DuToit’s Pan and _ three others, 
there have been taken since 1871 seven tons 
of diamonds and “‘bouth,”’ which is used tocut 
diamonds with. The value of this amounts 
to the sum of ninety million pounds sterling 
and still the yield seems to be inexhaustible. 
The English government ‘jumped’ this prop- 
erty, which really belonged to the Boers, and 
paid them the sum of ninety thousand 
pounds.”’ . 

‘Ts that country at all civilized, professor ?’’ 

‘“‘From Capetown and beyond the Vaal river 
it certainly is. Capetown itself would make 
two or three cities of the size of Atlanta, and, 
though not the ome trading point, it still has 
an mmmenseiand growing commercial rela- 
tion with all parts of the world.”’ 

‘The English possess, however, a compara- 
tively small — of Africa, do they not?”’ 

“Look atthe map! There are three im- 
mense districts into which no white ex- 
plorer has over penetrated. These 
are _—irich and populous countries 
there which the white man has never seen, 
and where the face of the white manisan un- 
known thing. Of course these regions will be 
developed in time—explored and opened up— 
but vast tracts of land on either side of the 
equator are absolutely terre incognite.”’ 

‘Why is that?” 

‘Because it is such an immense country. See 
what trouble Stanley had with the 
Masais—a race of warriors equal to the Zulus. 
Well, as powerful as they are, there seems to 
be a pressure upon them from an unknown 
people more powerful than they, and they are 
gradually drifting into closer tribal relations 
around the valleys at the foot of 
Mount Kenia. [I will venture to say 
that Africa will et present some 
remarkable ethnological and geographical de- 
velopments in the next ten years.’’ 

‘Is the assegai a very dangerous weapon ?”’ 

“It is a large shovel-shaped spear, made 
for close quarters and exceedingly keen. It 
makes a wound about a foot in length, and re- 
covery from an assegai thrust is next 
to an impossibility. It cuts sO 
many veins an arteries that 
is why the prince imperial died so quick. He 
hada wound in his chest into which you 
could have put your hand. It is a terrible 
weapon, and the Elmoran, or fighting men of 
the Masai, use the same weapon. In effect 
they are really an elder branch of the great 
Ama-Zulu family. I think, though, ‘the 
tongue is not the same.”’ 

*‘Did you see where the prince imperial was 
killed ?’’ 

*T have ridden by the spot a dozen times.
